Dr.  J.  B.  Smith  of 
Washington,  General  Agent,  explained  the  objects  of 
the  Association  in  a  speech  of  some  length,  and  ear- 
nestly invoked  the  aid  of  the  general  public,  without 
distinction  of  color,  to  carry  on  the  work,  Mr.  Rob- 
ert Johnson,  editor  of  the  Anglo-African  also  spoke 
to  the  same  eflect.
